ON STAGE 

Will Gore introduces a new series of plays that are set to hit the stage at 
Orange Tree Theatre, written by local writers and inspired by Richmond 



R ichmond is not the kind of 
place that playwrights tend 
to write about very often. 
Presumably, the thinking is 
that it's full of too much 
wealth and not enough grit for it to be 
the setting of any interesting dramas. 
However, The Orange Tree Theatre is 
bucking that trend by staging a show 
that will put its hometown centre stage. 
Unrivalled Landscape , which starts in 
late June, is made up of six short plays 
set in and around Richmond, with 
familiar locations such as Richmond Park 
and Kew Gardens featuring prominently. 

Written by members of the theatre's 
writers group, the production promises 
to be a treat for the venue's loyal local 
audience. I probably would say that 
though, as I'm part of the group and 
wrote one of the plays... 

Set up two years ago by The Orange 
Tree's literary manager Henry Bell, the 
writers' group began by producing a 
series of 'response plays', inspired by 
the theatre's main house productions. 
These were performed on various 
Saturday afternoons between matinees 
and evening shows and proved popular 
enough to pave the way for Unrivalled 
Landscape , which will not only showcase 
the work of the writers' group but also 
the skills of the theatre's current trainee 
directors, Alexander Lass and Nadia 
Papachronopoulou. 

Trainee directors usually end their 
season-long stint at The Orange Tree by 
directing a double bill of one-act plays, 
but this time it was decided that the two 
trainees would direct a show made up of 
a series of new plays written by the 
writers' group. After some friendly 
discussions, the idea of setting the plays 
in and around Richmond was agreed on. 
Five contrasting characters were then 
devised who feature in different 
configurations throughout the six plays. 

The plays that have been crafted in 
response to the Richmond brief cover 
such events as a traumatic birth, 
a stand-up comedian's on-stage death, 
and the recent tragedy of the stowaway 
who fell out of a plane over East Sheen. 


Character-wise audiences will meet a 
troubled journalist and a park warden, 
as well as others who might not easily 
be described as typical Richmond types. 

As two of my fellow writers, Archie 
Maddocks, 24, and Caitlin Shannon, 31, 
point out, one of the aims of Unrivalled 
Landscape is to challenge and subvert 
people's preconceptions of Richmond. 
'This might not be the kind of Richmond 
people will expect to see,' says Archie. 


'Both of the characters in my play are 
foreign. One is a Bahrani prince and the 
other is a former gang member from 
Trinidad. I don't think you get people 
like that in Richmond very often, except 
maybe the odd prince! 

'This definitely won't be your typical 
stereotypical Richmond with Mick 
Jagger and Ronnie Wood wandering in,' 
adds Caitlin, who as well being a 
playwright has also acted at The Orange 
Tree. 'But I do think Richmond is more 
mixed than people give it credit for and 


in some ways what we are showing 
is really representative of this area.' 

Unlike most writers schemes 
currently being run at theatres 
throughout the UK, The Orange 
Tree's group is not restricted to 
writers in their late teens and early 20s. 

Archie is our youngest member and 
will be familiar to people who saw his 
play about the London riots. Mottled 
Lines , that ran at The Orange Tree 
last year, whilst at the other end of the 
spectrum is our oldest writer, Ernie 
Hall, 72, who has a wealth of knowledge 
having as stage manager at the 
National Theatre for more than 30 years. 

The other playwrights who have 
contributed plays to the production 
are secondary shool teacher Benedict 
Fogarty, 29, and Lara Muth, an 
experienced theatre practitioner 
and director. For my part. I'm a 
31-year-old journalist and playwright, 
who has never knowingly missed an 
opportunity for a spot of shameless 
self-promotion. 

In which spirit I'll say that, as far 
as Unrivalled Landscape is concerned. 
Orange Tree audiences might well be 
in for the theatre hit of the year. 

Tickets are bound to sell fast and the 
critics will almost certainly swoon. Am 
I being biased? OK, maybe just a little 
bit.

Rebecca Dawes 
talks to the Modfather about his childhood memories of Kew Gardens 


WHAT ARE YOU LOOKING FORWARD 
TO ABOUT PLAYING AT KEW THE 
MUSIC THIS MONTH? 

Every gig is special for me, but 
performing in Kew Gardens is a one-off, 
it'll be unique. There's always a different 
vibe when you're outdoors and if we get 
a lovely Summer's evening it'll be great. 

I just love playing - it's that moment, 
that hour, two hours or whatever it may 
be, when you try and turn people on and 
be the best you can possibly be. 

DO YOU HAVE ANY HISTORY 
WITH THE GARDENS? 

I've been to the Gardens many, many 
times and remember my first visit as 
a young boy. I was on a school trip and 
recall being absolutely fascinated by the 
Pagoda. The fact that we weren't 
allowed to go inside made me wonder 
what could be in there, it seemed almost 
magical to me. 

DOES THE MODFATHER 
HAVE GREEN FINGERS? 

Ha ha, no, I don't have skills in that 
department, but I haven't got a garden 
so that probably makes a difference. I'm 
always astounded by nature though, 
especially in England in the summertime 
- it's hard to beat, isn't it? There's so 
much to see, different flora, I find it 
really inspiring. 

DARE I ASK WHETHER YOU HAVE 
A FAVOURITE FLOWER? 

I like tulips actually. Just before they die 
completely... as they start to wilt. I think 
there's something really beautiful in that. 
I also think they're one of the few 
flowers that you can put any colours 
together and they look good. 

WHERE DID YOUR FIRST MUSICAL 
INFLUENCES COME FROM? 

My mum was only young when she had 
me, and played music in our house all 
the time on the good old radiogram. 
Little Richard, Chuck Berry, Elvis - old 
rock 'n' roll I suppose. Then The Beatles 
came along and that was the clincher for 
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See Paul on stage in the 
middle of Kew Gardens 


me. I saw how they changed the world - 
they certainly changed my world 
anyway - and then I knew what I wanted 
to do: be in a band, make music and 
write songs. From the age of about ten 
years old that's all I really focused on. 

HOW DID YOUR PARENTS REACT TO 
YOUR DESIRE TO BE A MUSICIAN? 
They were brilliant, really encouraging. 
They both had dead-end jobs - my mum 
was a part-time cleaner and my dad 
worked on building sites mostly. He'd 
been a boxer and also worked as a 
cabbie - anything to make a buck for the 
family. They didn't have professions and 
they weren't academic, so their attitude 
was 'go for it'. Music was all I had ever 
wanted to do, so I was just very lucky to 
have parents who encouraged me and 
helped me in any way they could. 

YOUR SPLIT FROM THE JAM WAS A 
SHOCK. HOW DID YOU TELL THEM? 

I think we were in the recording studio 
at the time, making a record. It was 
tough for everyone, we were at the peak 
of our success and still making great 
music, but for me it was just time to 
move on. I'd been in that band since 
I was 14. At 24 I wanted to move on 
musically, but also personally - it was 


about seeing who else I 
could be. 

WHEN HAVE YOU BEEN 
HAPPIEST MUSICALLY? 

Right now I'm really proud 
of my last three records, 
they've broken new 
ground. Years '84 and '85 
of The Style Council 
were great, we were 
experimenting with lots 
of different sounds, and 
with The Jam we had 
so many good times. 

Having played in social 
clubs around Woking 
for years, to finally get 
the pay-off of people 
appreciating and 
recognising our music 
was everything we had 
worked for. 

WHICH SONG ARE YOU 
MOST PROUD OF? 

It depends on what sort of mood I'm 
in, but I suppose Wild Wood takes some 
beating. It came to me really quickly 
(in about an hour). I like the simplicity 
of it, and it really seemed to connect 
with people. 









WHOSE MUSIC ARE YOU INSPIRED 
BY THESE DAYS? 

There are some great new bands out 
there - Tame Impala is an Australian 
group I like. Toy (an English band) and 
I'm also listening to Syd Arthur a lot. 

WOULD YOU CONSIDER REUNITING 
THE JAM OR STYLE COUNCIL? 

No, never. It's been way too long and 
I really have no interest in going back to 
that time. I'm not one for revivals and 
nostalgia, I try to embrace the moment 
and enjoy it.

The original ferry was started to 
transport people from Ham House (Right) to Twickenham 


I n 1610 James I ordered the 

construction of Ham House for his 
son Henry, Prince of Wales. The 
location was considered an important 
part of the river, indeed the name 
Twickenham probably derives from 
Tuican horn' meaning 'land in a river 
bend or river meadow'. A chartered 
ferry service was put in place from the 
house, although it is thought that one 
had existed in the area from the time of 
King John. In 1626, the house transferred 
to the 1st Earl of Dysart, giving the 
ferry service its name of Dysart's Ferry. 

The ferry operated a service from 
the banks of Ham House to 
Twickenham, offering a vital route 
between the two areas for residents 
and travellers. However in 1743, the 
ferry faced a challenge in the form of 
a 'pirate ferry', that had been set up to 
service a recently arrived barge. The 
Folly'. This floating pub was notorious 
throughout London as a place of high 
fashion and low morals, bobbing its 
way through the Thames whilst getting 
its patrons quite intoxicated around the 
clock. Such was its fame that in 1668 
Samuel Pepys wrote in his diary of his 


time on it: 'Monday 13th 
April, spent Is in the Folly. 

The good people of 
Twickenham weren't 
exactly enamored with 
this new arrival, and complained to the 
Lord Mayor of London that 'there is 
lately fixed near the Shore of 
Twickenham a Vessell called the Folly, 
wherein disorderly persons behaved in 
a very indecent manner.' 

This complaint, and a letter from 
the Earl of Dysart, saw both ferry and 
Folly closed down in 1744, bringing to 
an end one of the more colourful 
sections of Twickenham's past. 

The historical import of the ferry 
was furthered several times in the 
ensuing years, beginning with Charles 
Dickens' serial novella Little Dorrit, in 
which protagonist Arthur Clennam 
uses the ferry to travel to and from 
Ham. In 1878 British singer songwriter 
Theo Marzials wrote his most successful 
song Twickenham Ferry , which achieved 
great success at home and in America. 

However, arguably the greatest 
testament paid to the river crossing 
was having a Second World War ship 



named after it. In 1934, SS 
Twickenham Ferry was launched to 
serve between Dover and Dunkirk as a 
train ferry and, for a period, as a 
minesweeper. She served for the 
entirety of the war and was eventually 
put out of service in 1974. 

The Twickenham Ferry itself 
continued operating, although it faced 
further competition when the 
Hammerton Ferry was set up in 1909. 
By 1948 Ham House was sold to the 
National Trust, and the ferry was 
privatised. The Hammerton Ferry, still 
in operation, became more widely used 
and in 1985 the original Twickenham 
Ferry route ceased operation. 

Over 300 years the Twickenham, or 
Dysart, Ferry transported countless 
thousands of people, saw off a pirate 
venture, was captured in verse and 
song and had a warship as its 
namesake; not bad for a little ferry 
route in west London. •

Peter Reynolds, partner at Rowberry 
Morris, explains why every case needs 
to be approached individually 

R ecent years have 
seen considerable 
promotion of 
mediation and 
collaborative law as the 
way forward in a modern 
divorce, but is this the 
right course for 
everyone? Should 
divorcing couples really 
be pressured into testing 
these conciliatory waters, 
rather than adopt the 
more traditional 
approach to entrusting 
their issues into the 
capable hands of an experienced solicitor? 

Frequently, the answer is 'no'. It may sound logical and 
sensible to try to reduce the costs of litigation through 
mediation or collaborative law, but the thought of sitting in a 
room with one's spouse calmly discussing the process of 
disengagement - whether financial or physical - is often too 
uncomfortable to contemplate. The security of having a 
solicitor as your spokesman and ally on the front line can 
come as a blessed relief. 

In many cases, one party to the proceedings is caught in a 
situation that he or she neither wanted nor foresaw. Fears 
about financial insecurity, contact with children or one's 
prospects for remaining in the family home, combined with 
the raw emotions of anger, disappointment and distress, can 
all have a massive impact on a person's suitability for direct 
contact with the spouse at this traumatic time, and thus upon 
the successful outcome of mediation. 

Adultery, or some other form of third party involvement, 
is a common cause of divorce, and the angst and shock that 
all too frequently follow in the wake of unexpected 
revelations scarcely make for a neat and logical approach to 
the issues that arise from separation. 

As a family solicitor for over 16 years, a trained 
collaborative lawyer and family mediator, I have to report 
the majority of my clients here at Rowberry Morris still opt 
for the more traditional approach. Nevertheless, it's always 
worth considering at the outset the various available options 
and weighing up the advantages and disadvantages of each. 
Sometimes it is both necessary and appropriate to issue 
immediate proceedings to safeguard a client's interests. In 
other cases, however, the prospects for collaboration seem 
brighter. 

Bearing that in mind, I would encourage anyone facing 
the ordeal of separation or divorce to make an appointment 
with an experienced family solicitor to find out what's best in 
the particular case. Only then will he or she be able to make 
a fully informed choice.

Tom Parker Bowles 

Trawling London for the finest food is thirsty work, so where to 
go for the perfect tipple? Our columnist goes window shopping 


T f ever there were a shop built for 
window quaffing, it's Gerry's 
Wine and Spirits (gerrys.uk.com) 
in Soho. I've lost count of how 
many hours I've wasted there 
over the years, gazing through the 
window at bottles of booze in their every 
form. It's a glittering monument to the 
distiller's art, a place where rare and 
potent absinthes sit shoulder to shoulder 
with obscure Polish fire waters, 
seductive aperitifs, soothing digestifs 
and vodka kept in everything from 
crystal skulls to Swarovski crystal 
decanters. They even have porn star 
rum. Seriously, Ron de Jeremy is Ron 
Jeremy's very own 'adult' dram. 

A swift stumble down Old Compton 
Street, where Gerry's has sat for nearly 
30 years, finds you outside The Vintage 
House (freespace.virgin.net/ 
vintagehouse.co), a whisky wonderland 
with 1,350 varieties of malts, some rarer 
than a dry British summer. Again, staff 
are true specialists, with deep 
knowledge not just of smoky Islays and 
spicy North Highlands, but of bourbons, 
Irish Whiskys and Japanese blends. As 
well as some pretty stunning Calvados, 
Armanacs and Cognacs too. Their wine 
selection is equally impressive. Two of 
the capital's greatest drink shops, 
perched on one small road. 

Just around the corner is another 
Soho classic, Milroys (milroys.co.uk), 
small but perfectly formed. You'll find 
some truly scarce whisky bottlings here, 
and the staff are top notch. A few streets 
across, sitting in the old Hammer 
building, is newcomer Amathus 
(amathusdrinks.com), which has a 
stunning tequila and mescal collection. 

Then there's wine. London has long 
glugged back the port, claret and 
Madeira, and our thirst for the grape is 
still raging. Ok, so you'd need more than 
a few shillings to get your hands on the 
great First Growths. Berry Brothers and 
Rudd (bbr.com) opened their St James' 
Street doors in 1698 . The selection is 
huge, their premises as handsome as it's 
old. Although you can frolic in all the 
Petrus and Lafite a man could desire, 
there's also some great value in their list.

My other high-end favourite is 
Corney and Barrow (corneyandbarrow. 
com). They might be relative newcomers 
when compared to Berry's (Edward 
Bland Corney opened his first shop in 
1780 ), but their list makes for wonderful 
reading, and takes in both old and new 
worlds too. Justerini and Brooks 
(justerinis.com) is another St James' 
stalwart, and the people behind the 
world famous J&B whisky. Moving west, 
I find it rather difficult to wander past 
Lea and Sandeman (leaandsandeman. 
co.uk) without dropping in (you'll find 
stores in Chelsea, Barnes, Kensington 
and Chiswick). Their Burgundies are 
particularly strong. The Winery 
(thewineryuk.com) in W 9 is another 
brilliant independent, especially strong 
on small growers as well as having one 
of the best Riesling selections in town. 

If Italian wines make you swoon, then 
a great wine writing friend recommends 
Vini Italiani (vini-italiani.co.uk) on Old 
Brompton Road, SW 7 . 'Probably the 
best place to try and buy Italian wines in 
London,' he says between sips. High 
praise indeed. 

And if price is really no object, and 
you're after that elusive six litre bottle of 
La Tache '96 (yours for around £ 30 , 000 ), 
then Hedonism, in Mayfair's Davies 
Street, is the place for you. The name 
might be a little naff, but there's no 
doubting the treasures within. Most of 
us couldn't afford to sniff the stuff, let 
alone glug it, but it's a lot of fun to walk 
around all the same. 

Finally, a tour of boozers' London 
wouldn't be complete without gin. So 
get down to the wonderful Ginstitute 
just above Notting Hill's Portobello Star 
(portobellostarbar.co.uk), a tiny gin 
museum complete with all sorts of 
artefacts. Or book onto a Sipsmith 
distillery tour (sipsmith.com). Both 
combine elegant drinking with some 
serious learning. London history has 
never tasted so sweet.

R ock and Rose is one of 

those rare places that isn't 
afraid to be feminine. 

I don't mean a little bit 
frilly around the edges -

Lorraine launched Rock and Rose five 
years ago, 'it felt like Annie's naughty 
sister,' she confides. There was nowhere 
locally for people to get dressed up, have 
fun and really enjoy a bar, 'But we've 
created a little hub now with a lovely 
warm atmosphere and the food fits too. 
It's not too heavy - there's lots of fish 
and Asian influences, as that's what 
many women like,' she explains. 

It's clearly this vibe that entices 
customers in time and time again. And 
it's why, in the midst of this seemingly 







never-ending recession, her businesses 
are still going from strength to strength. 
Whether guests fancy popping in for a 
cheeky cocktail at the bar on the way 
home from work, holding a discreet 
party in the newly decorated private 
room at the back, having a relaxed 
Sunday lunch or a raucous dinner with 
friends, the place quite simply rocks. 
Hence, of course, the name. 

Plenty of celebrities drop in, 
impromptu parties are held - yet 
Lorraine doesn't really talk about them - 
it's just that kind of place. They're just 
people too. We owe them a certain 
respect not to sabotage a simple night 
out for them,' she says. 'I always tell the 
staff to treat celebrities like normal people 
and 'normal people' like celebrities.' 


Of course this is the fundamental 
reason for her success. People skills. 
After interviewing Lorraine for the first 
time, I felt like I'd known her all my life.

From pretty much 
day one, it's had people 
fighting over it - be it the 
Arawak Indians and Caribs 
(some of the first people to inhabit the 
country), to beady-eyed Christopher 
Columbus, who spotted this 
picture-perfect paradise in 1493 and 
promptly claimed it as his (well. Great 
Britain's) own. 

Nowadays, the island is home to just 
over 80,000 people, and welcomes 
around 100,000 visitors every year from 
the UK alone. It's not hard to see what 
all the fuss is about - it's one of the most 
stunning Caribbean destinations, with 
a mixture of rugged vistas inland, and 
powder-soft sandy beaches along the 
coast. But apart from being very pretty 
to look at, there's a huge amount to keep 
you entertained should you venture 
beyond the sun lounger. 

The island's history is rich and well 
documented, and a visit to Nelson's 
Dockyard will offer an authentic insight 
into what life was like 200 years ago, 
when Horatio himself arrived on 


Antigua to ensure its important trade 
links with Great Britain were maintained 
and protected. 

Nowadays, the trade ships have been 
replaced with super yachts belonging to 
the incredibly wealthy, but a wander 
around the dockyard gazing at these 'gin 
palaces' (as they're affectionately known) 

Daytimes pass by in a 
glorious sunny haze of 
sightseeing, sunbathing 
and swimming, and there’s 
lots to do at night as well 

is just as interesting - one that we spied 
cost a mind-boggling £1,000,000 a week 
to charter. 

Should your budget be a little more 
modest, a trip on a slightly less flashy 
vessel is an incredible way to explore 
Antigua and the waters that surround it. 
A day spent aboard sailing boat Xenia 
and Faye was perfect, stopping to 
investigate impossibly dreamy desert 


islands, and snorkel in the coral reefs 
looking for turtles. Just standing in the 
shallows marvelling at how clear the 
water really is seemed an effective use of 
time too... 

Daytimes pass by in a glorious sunny 
haze of sightseeing, sunbathing and 
swimming, but what about the night? 
Happily, because it's so popular with 
holidaymakers, there's a really good 
selection of things to do after the sun 
sets in Antigua. In fact, if you head out 
a little earlier, you'll be able to watch it 
slipping into the ocean from Shirley 
Heights, a 'must visit' location that, 
whilst put on purely for tourists, is 
a fantastic way to embrace some 
Caribbean spirit. Grab a rum punch 
from the bar and dance the night away 
to the sound of steel pans before helping 
yourself to a plate of jerk chicken from 
the bbq. 

It's also a great opportunity to meet 
other holidaymakers, who range from 
young families and older couples to 
boating enthusiasts from all over the 
world. The one thing that everyone has 
is common is that they're smiling...

honest, what does that sentence 
conjure up for you? If the answer 
is 'The Royal Family caravan holiday/ 
then it may be time to revisit your take 
on this fine part of the UK. At the foot of 
the Cambrain Mountains just a short 
drive from Machynlleth, a luxury hotel 
called Ynyshir Hall is waiting to change 
your opinion. 

It is a place that Queen Victoria once 
saw fit to call her home.

But food aside, it's the knock-out 
surroundings that create the loyal foot¬ 
fall at Ynyshir. Hailing from a part of 
Ireland that inspired poetic verse from 
Mr W.B. Yeats, I am a tough nut to 
impress when it comes to scenery; but 
the local attraction of the 'Artists' Valley' 
left me utterly humbled. Here, the rich 
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woodland's colours radiate 
from their surroundings, 
a smorgasbord of reds, 
oranges and greens that 
could bring a tear to 
Hockney's eye, all held 
around the centrepiece of 
a crystalline waterfall. 

It's no surprise that this 
little section of Wales offered 
Robert Plant the inspiration 
to write Stairway to Heaven. 

This unusual area is even 
touched by the Gulf Stream, 
creating a toffee apple 
landscape with tropical plants 
and bare white trees, making 
it feel more like a scene from 
the Serengeti than a stretch 
of Welsh marsh.

W hen picturing a relaxing 

weekend break to Ireland, 
outdoor hot-tubs aren't the 
first thing that spring to mind; but when I 
arrived at Galgorm Resort and Spa, the 
first thing I spotted was a happy couple 
prancing around in their swimsuits beside 
the River Maine.

I opted for the Hydrating Body Cocoon 
(£70), a 60 minute treatment comprising 
of an intensive body scrub followed by 
a nourishing moisture treatment with 
damask rose. I had expected pangs of 
claustrophobia, but my therapist put me 
completely at ease, offering an intense 
scalp massage while the products worked 
their magic. When it was over, I was 
ushered to the relaxation pod for a lemon 
sorbet with nothing but my thoughts for 
company. After two days at Galgorm, I 
was still discovering new features; and 
was never seen out of my white robe. As 
any spa enthusiast will tell you, this is a 
sign of a truly relaxing experience. 

If you're in need of a restorative 
escape that's not so far from home, 
Galgorm could be the place, just make 
sure you leave your Blackberry in the 
office where it belongs.

T he historic Hampton 
Court home of Sir 
Christopher Wren, 
England's most famous 
architect, is for the first time 
for sale through Savills. The 
Old Court House, where he 
lived during the early 18th 
Century, is the only house 
with an English Heritage blue 
plaque dedicated to the 
man who designed some 
of London's most famous and 
impressive landmarks. 

Wren carried out an 
almost complete overhaul of 
Old Court House - which has 
origins dating back to 1536 - 
after complaining of 'great 
decay' in 1706. His dining 
room is now used as a study 
but the beautifully 
proportioned room, panelled 
in wood by Wren himself, 
also includes a fine marble 
fireplace, the same he put in 
for King William III in his 
own dining room in Hampton 
Court Palace. 

The only period house on 


Hampton Court Green, other 
than Hampton Court Palace, 
with a garden stretching 
down to the River Thames, 
the links to Wren continue 
outside. The garden comes 
with a pond which was 
created by him and listed 
before The Old Court House, 
and there is also a charming 
garden room which was once 
Wren's own tool house.
